RADICALS IN ITALY 


PROTEST TREATMENT 


OF FRIENDS IN U.S. 


BOSTON, Oct. 21—Details of the 


tremendous demonstration of protest 
against the conviction of Nicola Sacco 
and Bartolomeo Vanzetti in front of 
the American Embassy in Homo have 
reached "La Notlzia," an Italian dally 
in this city, from its Roman corres- 


j pondent. 
It appears that the occur- 


i rence is widely discussed throughout 
| Italy, that the governments of both 
countries have promised action, and 
that 100 were arrested by the local 
police. 


The cable to "La Notizia" in full 


is as follows: 


Rome.—Under the leadership of the 


radical elements a monster demon- 
stration has taken place here against 
the death sentence imposed upon the 
two Italians, Sacco and Vanzetti. by 
a jury in the court of Dedham, Mass. 
Despite the opposition of the police 
the demonstrators succeeded in arriv- 
ing in front of the American Embassy, 
•where many speeches were made de- 
ploring the 
circumstance 
that th« 


authorities 
of 
the big .democratic 


republic failed to intervene to right 
a judicial error which threatens the 
reputation of American judges and the 
traditions of Impartiality and justice 
of the glorious republic. 


Inspired by the speeches of the 


j orators, the big crowd of demonstra- 
j tors became menacing and It was then 
' that 'the police, reorganizing its forces 
after a battle with Che crowd, suc- 
ceeded in despersing the demonstra- 
tion, after arresting about 100. 


• • The press .declares that the anger 
of the leaders of the demonstration 
is by no means stilled and that they 
are planning new demonstrations, one 
of whose immediate objects will be a 
demand for the release of the batch 
of prisoners. 
-The police will probab- 


ly agree to release them, because no 
specific charge seems to have been 
placed against the arrested workers, 
who were hauled in merely as a pre- 
jcautionary measure. 


The press in commenting upon the 


incident calls for the intervention of 
the government to claim the perturb- 
ed state of mind in the country cre- 
ated by ,(the agitation. 
In political 


. circles it is said authoritatively that 


j only questions .of procedure prevent 
j immediate intervention on the part 
{of the Ministry of Foreign Affairs. 
; The formal announcement of the death 
i sentence by Judge Thayer is being 
awaited before action can be taken. 


News arriving from all parts of the 


country to the Minister of the Inter- 
ior indicates that the agitation for 
Sacco and Vanzetti is spreading'rapid- 
ly, from the big centers to the towns, 
to the villages, where numerous pro- 
tests meetings are held 
every day.

ROM a sociological and historical viewpoint one of the most 


interesting, if not the most interesting, results of the world 


war has been the restoration of Poland to a national status. In 
proportion as there was profound interest in former generations 
in the wreck of Polish nationality, so is there now, and so will 
there be, increasing interest in the progress the new republican 
state of Poland will make as i1 again assumes its rightful place 
in the sisterhood of nations. 


A writer in the current press of the day gives the follow- 


ing brief but comprehensive survey of Poland's present condi- 


on as she sets forth on her national career: 


"Poland contains 300,000 square miles and hence is about 


one-tenth the size of the United States, which contains about 
3,000,000. 


It has 30,000,000 inhabitants, which is less than a third of 


the number in the United States (105,000,000) 
extra territory (10,000,000). 


excluding our 


Its people are proud and independent, but for many years 
it has been oppressed by its two powerful neighbors, Russia and 
Germany. 


As one result of the war, Poland was made free, and is now 


a member of the League of Nations. 


It has very fertile soil and the harvests in peace time are 


excellent. 
It was much harassed by the Germans in the war and by 


the Bolsheviki since. It is now getting on its feet slowly. 


Its forests are enormous. One Polish authority estimates 


that they could be sold for enough to pay the national debt. 


It is a Republic. Its President is General Pilsudsky. Its 


capital is Warsaw, which contains a million people. 


You get some idea of its extent when you travel thei'e and 


discover that it takes the train twenty-three hours to -go from 
.Warsaw to the Russian frontier eastward, and twelve houi's to 
go northward to the German border. 


It has plenty of all mineral supplies but coal, which is why 


Poland wants Silesia, where coal is plentiful. 


The industrial districts of Poland are almost as densely 


populated as Belgium. 


The railways are in bad condition, owing to the destruc- 


tion caused by the German and Russian invasions. 


Poland's currency is badly wrecked. 
Before the war a 


Polish mark was worth a shilling, or about a quarter; now it 
takes 7,000 of them to buy four dollars' worth of goods. This 
renders trade almost impossible. 


Poland badly needs raw materials from other countries, 


and cannot buy them on account of its worthless money.
